The Andes of Nicaragua aro not so

They 
aukiuiwludgo right and loft that coer- 
cion and nothing more is an ex- 
troiiioly bad policy to pur«uo in view 
of tho presunt danger of a Euro- 
pean war, when Kiiglami needs friends 
lualead of oneniioa, especially at home. 
Therefore, it would not bo aurprisinj^ if 
the govornnient'a policy should bu ao far 
changed as to admit, at least, of authori- 
tixtive speeches, containing more or less 
promises of 'home rule legislation. Tho 
conviction ia spreading fast through tho 
unionist raiika tliat tho policy of coercion 
has fidlod aiid luo minisLerB have boon 
privately urged, aa they have never beon 
i)eeii before, to furnish the party 
with a more hopofid material. The 
most important change of ojiiii- 
ion rogartling the governineiit of Ire- 
land is that of Lord Londonderry. He, 
like Lord Carnarvon, accompanied his nc- 
oe|)laiico of otKce of tho Viceroy of Ire- 
land with tho Htipulation, thnt in certain 
conditions ho should bo at liberty to 
retire, and, like Lord Carnarvon, he has 
ainoe bucomo convinced that a policy of 
conciliation is thu only motliod of success- j 
fully governing Ireland. Kocently Lord 
Londonderry informed Salisbury that ho 
had had enough of Dublin Castle | 
under the coercion policy, and reiiuestod 
that he bo allowed to resign. Salisbury, 
wiahii'ig to keep things aa they aru until 
after tho Easter holidays, at least, pressed 
Londonderry to remain in Dublin, at tho 
same time promising that an iriah local 
government would shortly be brought 
into parHainontary prominence. Tho odu- 
ctttioii of the conservative ]jarty on the 
subject of home rule in Ireland appears 
to be proceeding iiioro rapidly than could 
ho conveniently admitted by the party 
leaders. Uigby Seymour, C., conser- 
vative candidate for South Shields at the 
election of 1885. has prepared a draft of 

AN IRISH yjillERAL UNION BILL, 

which a number of tory and liberal un- 
ionist monibors tro urging Salisbury to 
adopt and bring it forward in parliament 
at tho earliost possible uioinont, with a 
riow of conciliating Ireland and making 
her an ally in event of the opening of hos- 
tilities on tho continent. It has tho full 
title of "a bill to further amend and per- 
petuate an act of union and to provide 
for tho future government of Ireland." 
This is, of course, n label intended for 
unionist eyes, but the measures set forth 
in tho bill aro niaasurea of home rule

I'hnpeior Frederick luay possibly have the 
eHeet uf poatponing the crisis in thu liul- 
garian atl'air. Evon tho most sanguine 
prophets seem to admit that

and that poacu really nieans nothing uiocb 
than u postponement, but tho cataatruphe 
wliich baa befallon (iermany has made 
Bismarck o.vcoedingly anxious to presorvo 
peace aa long as jienco can be pro.'iorved 
oonsistently. For this object Germany 
would sacrilico Frinco Ferdinand of Co- 
bourg.aiid upsetanyarrangenientamade by 
the bUilgarians in cuntrovention of 
tho treaty of Horlin. It would 
not be surprising, therefore, if 
an aL!reoinont betwoon Germany, 
Austria and Ilus.sia, should be eventually 
arranged, by which at a cost of some 
.sacrifice- of liberty in Bulgaria, modm 
I fii-ciirfi between the powers will be at- 
i tained.

Moaquito cu,-ist hhitthsli ia uscil to 
a certain oi tent. The iipiier clasiiiis uao 
French as their conversation idiom, and a 
Mavelor is astonished tp BOO hov many 
people ajieak French and hovr few En - 
glisli. 

In the Norlliweateni corner of the Uo- 
jiublic atrelcboa the inagiiilicent 
(iulf of Foiiaoca. Three RopulvicB ud- 
join this gulf, .Salvador, llondnm/. anil 
Nicaragua, and two of them have their 
harbors on thu shores of ibis interior sua. 
.Salvador lias an old .Sp.miab town, La 
Union, Honduraz is in iJOSBOssion of Ania- 
pala, on tho island of Tigre, Nicaragua 
baa none. Still, through tbo torritory of 
the last named coniitry, there llo.va a 
iiiaKliiticent stream, Iv'ilero ileal, bruaii 
anil deep, and many veii.ielsot all nalions 
cKcept American, run into and take a rich 
cargo of preciouii wood, inahi lyany, bruicil, 
eedar and nispero. There are only two 
small stations on the banks of this magni- 
licent rivor, Tenipi8t|U0 and Puenie 
Real. The cimiilry on bolh sides is low 
and cov'jred with nian.uvovoa, though far- 
ther, whijru tho water of tho rivor becoinea 
frosli, there stretoljes, - au unbroken 
forest of costly wood,rWhere -parrot, ma 
caw, wall and tapir reign supreme, 

Tho (iiilf of li'onaocn is ono of the nnwl 
beautiful e.xiKUisesof water in the world, 
and ia dotted with uiany deliijhtful ih- 
lanila. The scenery hero iti a.s a ilreiun ol 
a poet, UB a vision from the "Arabbin 
Nights." When I climb tho' ruuky sum- 
mit of Cosoguina volciiiio, 1 boliohl an eii- 
cliaiitiiig panorama, frc^h nnd radiant iw 
in tho Hrst days of creation. Tlio uidde 
Hhoot of water Hparkles and glistens in 
the warm rays of the huh with all hues of 
an exquisite blue, and ibo mnneroua ia- 
liHids, slowly eniurHing liom uii oiiibri.c.i 
of silvery moniing niiat, sliinu with all the 
oulors of tropiad vegetation. Farther on 
tho horizon, appear and disappear the raj,' 
ged peaks of the Andes, here eniernhl, 
then brown, nnd then again yellow anil all 
colors of a rich velvety hue. I look in the 
deep orator of Cosoguina and hoo the grey 
vaporous clouda, naeoiidiiig from Lho lake 
which rests in Iho bolfoiii of tho cialor. 
The boulders and rocks, sharp and titanic 
in their dimensiotis, lay around iiio, and 
a fow steps below there bugiiw an iiii- 
luonso forest, untrodden by any huniaii 
being, unknown in its oitonKioii, unlim- 
ited like the horizon, unknown like 
eternity, Only wild beasts and birds nro 
its inhabitants, for here puma reigns su- 
preme and here the ruig-tiiiled monkey,

Nicaragua was discovered in 1521 by 
Oil Gonzales d'Avila and conquered in 
the next year by Pedro Avius d'Avila. 

But now 1 must take leave of tho beau- 
tiful republic of the tiopics, for 1 see that 
this letter is already too long, and The 
CoLONi,sr haa iiiaiiy ollior matters tu 
pruit besides my article. 1 hope, how- 
ever, that in a near future I will bo able 
to give some more infornialioii about tho 
interesting reimblics of Spanish America. 
I iiiuat also inenlion here, that I received 
many flattering letters from many ladies 
of A'icbiria rei|ueatiiig mo to write inoro 
aliDUl the durk-eyed .senoraa and senoritas 
of the south.

To this fed- 
er»l assembly is to be given, not merely 
those local Irish powers usually attributed 
by homo rulers to an Irish parlianioiil, 
but alio the control of the oub- 
toiiis and excise and certain very 
important military powers.' ' Also 
especially authorized to deal with land and 
with the relations of hindlorda and teii- 
anta; in a word, Seymour's is a homo rule 
bill, going in some directiona further than 
that proposed by Mr. Gladstone, and om- 
bnrking bodily, at the same time, on the 
largest schemes of • imperial col- 
onial confederation. The provincial 
councils are thrown in as a bait 
to Chamberlain and his friends and 
an apparent safeguard is provided, that 
the third part of the bill croHting an Irifli 
[larliainont is not to como into operation 
until after certain addrossea have boon 
presented to the Queen. 

A number of politicians are unable to 
see- that this proviahm constitutes any 
guarantee, but tho main interest in the 
scheine arises from ita conservative origin. 

MOR. PERSICO'h KKPORTS. 

It is learned to-day from a well-informed 
quarter that Mgr. Peraico's reports ti 
lluine are of a rather aiiibignoua character. 
It is understood that ho .symiiatliizos with 
tho nationalist inoveiiiont, which he ad- 
vises tho Holy Father, is perfectly just 
and laudable, but is extremely distressed 
by the failure of the Irish priesthood to 
check agrarian crime, and feola that any 
failure iu this respect must iiii- 
favombly aUbct public view of the Catho- 
lic religion. Moreover, ho ia alarmed 
by tho s]iectacle of cort.vin nationalist 
lesders coquetting with coinmuniani, 
which in its development on tho conti- 
nent has always shown itself a deadly foo 
of Catholicism. Undor tho pressuro of 
those rather conflicting sentiments Mgr. 
Poraico reports that the iiiovuiiiont for 
hon;e rule may 8%fely be encouraged, that 
it is of the utmost iiuportnnco that the 
causes should bo kojit free from all asso- 
ciation with oriine and violence, and 
should be enforced by strictly constitu- 
tional methods.

—The 
long-expected and iiiiioh-talked of prize 
tight between Sullivan and Mitchell took 
place to-day on tho grounds of liaron 
Rothschild, nearCreil, and was adiagrace- 
ful lizzie. The battlo was delayed until 
to day in consequence of a wrangle over 
the selection' of the ground, whicli lasted 
all day yesterday, and at one time threat- 
ened to prevent its taking place alto- 
gether. Filially throe newspaper 
reporters wont lo Aiiiieiia and Criel last 
night to decide upon a suitable spot, and 
at 7 o'clock this morning tho lighting 
party followed, taking carriages from 
Criel to the lighting grounds. Mitchell 
carried himself jaunty fashion, having en- . 
tiroly recovered from the etfect of tho aoa 
sickness. Ho was accompanied by 
"Pony" Mijore slid his seconds Baldock 
and Kilrain. .A-shton, Holske and Har- 
nett accompanied Sullivan. Arthur 
Brisbane, of the New York .S'lin, Mr. 
Bonsai, of tho New York U'urid, Lord • 
VVonisys and Hon. Michael Sandys wore 
among tho party of fortT".^ltllO',witneB8ed 
the hght at the ring side! ' Sullivan en- 
tered the ring at 12:30 p. in., and 
Mitchell followed live minutes later. 
Sullivan appeared to be trained 
too lino, and the result of the battlo 
fully confirmed the opinions formed by 
his friends on this point, that in reducing 
his weight he had .impaired bis strength. 
Macdcmald and Ashtoii seobiided Sullivan 
and Mr. Engle, member of the London 
stock exchange, was chosen referee. Bar- 
iiett acted as Sullivan's umpire and (!har- . 
ley Rowoll performed tho same otlice in 
behalf of Mitchell. Before liostilities be- 
gan Sullivan offered to bet Mitchell £500 
that he would best him; the offer was de- 
clined and Phillips came forward with an 
offer of £500 to £200 on the Boatmi 
champion's success. This being also re-" 
fused Phillips declared he would bet £300 
to £100 which was promptly taken. The 
formality of shaking liauda was observed 
by the principals with a mutual exhibition 
of disgust at having to touch one another 
save in the way of punishment. 

TUB FIGHT. 

In the first round Sullivan hit his ad- 
versary a heavy blow on the left side of 
the face which Mitchell returned lightly 
on tho body. Siiarring ensued, which 
seonied to exasperate Sullivan, because of 
Mitchell's plain endeavor to prolong tho 
hght, and tho American made one of his 
famous rushes, landing a tremendous 
blow on Mitchell's head and knocking 
him down. In the second round Sullivan 
forced Mitchell into his corner and landed 
heavily on his chest, Mitchell escaped 
and began dancing about tho ring; Sulli- 
van again got Mitchell into a corner and 
swinging his right hand knocked the Eng- 
lishman down with a heavy blow on 
the head amid the shouts of tbo 
American party. Despite the two 
knockdowns he hid received, Mitchell 
showed up well in the 3rd round by danc- 
ing away from his opponent with surpris- . 
iug.Kgility. much .to.:.the^disgust of Sulli- 
van. The men'finiilly cani'e'togetlier'and^ 
the round closed with some shiirp ex- 
changos. Tho fourth round was more re- 
markable for it, display of pedostrianism 
than for any lighting that was done, and 
in the fifth Mitchell's tactics became so 
suspioieus that the referee cautioned 
him, laying especial stress on- Charley's 
disposition to fall without a blow. In the 
two succeeding rounds Mitchell stood up 
a little better and succeeded in hitting 
Sullivan twice with good effect, hut there- 
after ho resumed his dodging ; 
dancing and dropping moat to the an- 
noyance of the spectators and_ de- 
cidedly to the disadvantage of Sullivan, 
who was manifestly fatigued by his efforts 
to keep the wily EngHshman in front of 
him and nas puthiig very hard. The rain, 
which had been falling for some time, was 
now pouring down heavily and the ring 
resembled a miniature lake. It was (piite 
evident that neither could win by fair 
fighting, since Mitchell would not get 
near enough to Sullivan to hit him and 
the latter could not get around lively 
enough to keep Mitchell within reach, 
and the spectators were becoming wearied 
and disgusted. Mitchell's agility, which, 
had it been exercised in his arms instead 
of big legs, might have won him the tight, 
was wonderful. The 32nd round lasted 37; 
iniQutea, and the 39th and last round 
34 minutes, all of which time was con- 
sumed by Mitchell avoiding Sullivan, and 
tho latter in following him about. At 
tho end of the SDth round .lack Baldock 
advanced to tho center of the ring and 
said: "This farce has lasted three hours 
and eleven miautes, make it a draw." 
To this the referee agreed, and' Mitchell 
throw his arms around the neck of his 
antagonist in token of hii wUlingness to 
forego further hostilities. The referee 
waa induced, as ho stated, to declare tho 
tight a draw by tho f&ot that no puniah- 
inent had beon inflicted during tho last 
hour. 

AFTER THB FIOHT. 

Mitchell's left oyo was almost closed 
and his body and right cliook 
badly bruised, but his legs aro 
apparently as good as over. 
Sullivan did not show tho least sign of 
having received a blow, but he was badly 
winded and suffered severely from 
the keen oold wind and rain. After the 
light he was seized with a heavy chill 
wliich made him shiver from head lo foot, 
and set his teeth to rattling. Ilia kneea 
tromhled violently for some time, and lie 
was perceptibly weaker thereafter. The 
only really heavy blow struck after tho 
seventh round was dealt by Sullivan in 
twentieth round, when ho knocked Mitch- 
ell down for the third time. 

The spectators voted the atiair a farce 
Slid condemned Mitchell in most severe 
terms for his methods. It was quite evi- 
dent to every one present that had the 
fight been conducted under Queensbury 
rules, Mitchell would have stood no 
earthly chance of winning and it waa only 
tho London rules which permitted him to 
make to-day's display of how not to lose, 
that saved him from defeat from the hands 
of a man who was not aa fit to fight as tho 
experience and skill of his trainers could 
liavo made him. Words cannot express 
Sullivan's disappointment nnd chagrin. 
The result of his meeting with Mitchell 
turday will doubtless change his future 
plans. , ■ ■

A "TICKET OF LEAVJi" NO LOStfEK, 

The tioket-of-Ieave of Arthur Orton, 
who figured for years in the English courts 
as claimant to the Ticliborne eatatos oti 

the ground that he was the Sir Roger 
Tichborno tliat wua supposad to have been 
lost in the sclioonor Osproy, has oxi)ii'od. 

• Orton has for some years past been resid- 
inf^ in obscurity and poverty iu^'ow Ycnk 
with a young wife and cliild. liis oiu eer 
and tho struggle he made ^ got possession 
of tlio Ticliborne estates are matters of 
conipar.itively recent history. The Dow- 
ager Lady Tichborne, who was in lior 
dotage, accepted him as her long lost son, 
Sir Roger, and so reoogaized hini up to 
tho time of her death;' Ha enlisted some 
of tho wenlthioat and most influential 
men in the United Kingdom in bis cause. 
That famous barrister, the late .Sergeant 
Balhintyno, was the clainiiuit'a lirst advo- 
cate in the courts. He was I3ub3ei(ueiitly 
succeeded hy Doctor Kenealy, (wlioso 
son, Maurice, is well-known in Victoria, 
and now a resident of Alaska); i who car- 
ried tho case into both flCiciiiBBS of Piu- 
1 lament. W. Quatermaiii East, a wealthy 
Greenwich hotel-keeper, at vhose 
caravansary the London aldermen and 
membors of the British Parlia- 
ment vvere accustomed to havo served 
their famous whitebait dinners, Guilford 
Onslow, afterward* uioinborof the House 
of Commons, and a number of other rich 
men contributed freely of their money to 
further the interests of their claimant, 
The present Chief Justice Coleridge, then 
a practicing barrister, defended the rights 
of the lawful heir to the estates, then a 
ward in chaucery, and it wAatliB skill with 
which he drew out the ignorance of Ortoii 
concenang the events of young Sir Roger 
Tichborne's early life that revealed thu 
hoUowness of Orton'a pretensions anl the 
fraudulent character of his claims. Youni; 
Roger had been educated at Stoneyhurst 
College. Coleridge closely ipieatioiiei, 
Orton on tho most iomiiionplaco matters 
connected witli tii« college, concorning 
which every t)no who had paasud his 
school days there would ha»e been qiiite 
familiar. But Orton betrayed the pro 
foundest ignorance. His answers uwero, 
in many casus, ridiculous.' *iHe ''could not 
explain what wM.a,C[Uin4j;^>>g|^^^^^ could 
he describe the; Stbueyhurst quadiargle, 
famous for college rushes, schoolboy 
fights and other sensational itici 
dents of college life. " Would 
it surprise you to loam," sakei 
C<doridge, "that a quadrangle is tli< 
S(|uare lying between the college build 
ings?" The <[uohtion made tho phase, 
"Would it surpri.ie you to leani I" a jxip 
ular expression throughout England fm 
the time. Coleridge also deuioiistnited 
that when tho claimant returned to liln 
gland froi;ft .Australi»p;,ff.horo Orton had 
served a terui'tdr hone-stealing, his Brat 
visit was iiisde (io- tbV'hauuts and kinfolk 
of Orton at Wapping',^o'ne'''of' tife'U/west 
quarters in Loiulon, and not to the rela 
tives an(i home of Sir i?oger 'I'iclibome. 
Tlieso were tlie facta that broke down tlie 
chiininnt's case, and it ended, finally, in 
his conviction of perjury and conspiracy, 
being given a Henteiice of sereii years fur 
each o(i'ensi), one leiiii of servitude to lie 
gin when thu other was ended, (iood be 
havior in prison secured for the claim.iiit 
a tioket-of-leave several, years before tli 
expiration of his term. Ho then went to 
the United States and attempted to create 
sympathy and make a sensation on the 
lecture platform, but failing 
that, exhibited himself as <iiio of 
tho attractioiiH of a diliio-muBCUiii, 
as a means of supporting himself and fain 
ily.

His object in speak- 
ing was lo show wliy he hud taken oxco))- 
tion to tho motion of Coun. C(jugli!an In 
remove Mr. Hendry. According to his 
viows he bulievetl that tho council bad no 
power to pass tho resolution introduced at 
last ineotiiig. They could do so, but it 
would not bo legal. By virtue of the 
waterwork's by-kw passed in 1880, the 
waterwork's engineer was to receive six 
month.s' notice, it is true that iu 1881 
tho bylaw was amendeil, tho 
figure ij to be struck out and the 
figure 1 subslituteil. Tliis was done with- 
out notice having been given to the en- 
gineer, and therefore the change was 
illegal. The council was compelled to 
give Mr. Hendry six months' notice. He 
had entered on his l;ibors for another 
year, and the iiiayor said he felt hiire that 
tho council «oiild not bu doing right in 
ilisohargiiig the engineer without lir.si, 
giving him six montlis' notice. Tile mayor 
thon roforred to a number uf exprcssioiiH 
used by Coun. Coughlan at the last meet- 
ing regarding Mr. Hendry's ability, which 
he, Coun. Coughlan, characterized a^

THE DANGERS OF COAL MINING. 

To TUB EoiTon :-^lt is, sir, almost 

with a feeling of regret that 1 feel con- 
strained to address, thrimgh you, a reply 
to .Mr. Williams, aiient liis remarks upon 
iny lirst letter. My hunast iutontiou 
(which SL-eijis to have been uustakou) was 
to place the facts available before tho pub- 
lic, luid tbo miners particularly, in their 
[iroiJer light. 

I ondeavorod (J tried so hard in my own 
weak way) to bo unprejudiced in discuss- 
ing the question of the employment of 
Chinese in the co:il mines. 1 thought 1 
had succeeded in being inqjartial, »nd 1 
even now believe that I was; yet 1 find 
that 1 am looked ujion by Mr. Williams 
as an "enemy" of tho miner; and for 
what / for having t(dd the truth ! It 
seems to me that the fact of Mr. Williams 
having treated me its antagunistic to the 
miners' cause shows a prejudice, the very 
danger of which 1 attempted to point out 
ill my lirst communication. In 
short, sir, in being looked up- 
on as opposed to the miners, 
shews a spirit which, though born uf good 
intent, is misdirected, aud one that is 
ever susj)iuioiu and i?e4dy 'question the 
veracity of statements that are not in 
concord with their own 'I 1 am fain re- 
luctantly to admit that their prejudice 
bliiitU them to the recognition of their 
friends. In spite tjf this, iiowevor, 1 must 
call attention to tho fact that Mr. Wil- 
liams has rather oudors«d thundisapproved 
tho evidence of the facts that 1 was en- 
abled to adduce. Thoy are, that niest of 
tho accidents in the mines have been 
occasioned by whites. Ho advances, as 
an excuse, llnitin such and such an in- 
stance it was tho f.ault of a foreman; that 
in another instanco blaino was attached 
to an inexporiencod white man who had 
turned minor;; that ii^ aiiotbflr the man- 
agement of 'the mines is t<j blame, and, 
perliap.s, rightly. But of whut weight 
are these as an argument against tho 
Cliinc.-ii: / 111 discussing this c|uestion 
I can truthfully say 1 do not get 
heated — I h.ive no point to gain— no 
end t<» servo, oxcoptiiig tho truth ;r and 
the fact of my advances having boon re 
coivod in such a defensive spirit by Air. 
Williams, alino.st le-ids nielo suppose tha 
tliuniinei'.s ui e o\ ci -.seii.siti\ u, and being 
biased tlieiuseivos, aro liable to attribute 
the same prejudice to others. 

In looking over Mr. Williams' list 1 
liiid that, after all, only three accidents 
can ije attributed to Chinese, being (as 1 
said before), only 8 por cent of the ucci- 
donta, dangoroua to othurs, occasioned by 
employes of the minoa. I do not want to 
shield tho Chinese by any means, but I do 
wish to 1)0 fnir — deeming that by ridding 
myself of prejudice 1 am bettor pruimrod 
to reueivo the truth. Facts, sir, cuimot 
ho altered, and Mr. Williams (or anybody 
elsu), in blatniiig the foreman, tho tire- 
muii or the iimiiagoinent for accidents 
that have happened in the mines loses 
sight of the fact that it is not a quest- 
tiim of the coal minor iicij>i/.i 
his bos.ses, but one of white 
men against Chiiieau. Ho stiys 
there are iiioxperiunced white nieu 
employed. It may be, 1 don't know; but 
what argument is that against Chinese? 
That is a question of white men against 
whito mon. If that, Mr. Williams, is 
your H))ecific complaint, make it so; but 
don't jumble up the two. 1 thought it 
was tho question of the employment of 
Chinese in the mines. If it is — all acci- 
dents, whether attributable to foreman, 
tireiiien, managers or coal-getters, tell 
against your own argument. And mind 
you, Mr. Williams, and all miners, I am 
not inturestcd in this question (as you 
rightly are), therefore my judgment is 
not warjicd, and I ask you once more — as 
a true friend — to set aside prejudice- 
view the facts us they are- and admit that 
whatever yourobjeotion may bo to Chinese, 
you cniuiot acouso . them of having 
been the chief or even ordinary cause of 
explosions in your coal mines. I may say, 
ill conolusion, that Mr. William* evidently 
mistook ino for a late confrere. I can as- 
sure him that suul) is not the case, that I 



was never down in a coal mine in my life, 
and with the greatest sjiirit (jf friemlliueas 
beg to ask him again if his prejudice 
has not — as I am afraid it has in the 
other instances — somewhat distorted his 
judgment? Tiiankt. 

P.8. — By the way, with regard to m.y 
nom-dt-plume, i. am not ashamed to sign 
my own name ; but it would carry no 
significance to Mr. Williams nor to any- 
body else, I being a comparative stranger 
in the province. This makes me almost 
tempted to exclaim: — Prejudice again !
